REMARKS 

Applicants have amended claims 14, 23, 26 and 29 as suggested by the Examiner to place 
all claims in condition for allowance. Applicants make these amendments without prejudice to 
the right to file a continuation application seeking at least the claim scope of the claims as 
previously filed in this application. 

Applicants submit herewith a supplemental declaration as required by the office action. 
Finally, Applicants also submit herewith a Petition to Accept a Delayed Claim for Priority under 
35 U.S.C. 1 19(a) through (d) and (f), and a check for $1,370 for the petition fee. 

CONCLUSION 

Each of claims 1-33 is believed to define patentable subject matter and to be in condition 
for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of all claims are respectfully 
requested.
